What Manager Whitman Sayi. 


Last night General 
Manager J. M. 


Whitman said as he started for home: 
"There is practically nothing new. A* to 
the men we have discharged, I am sin- 
cerely sorry for them. I worked up from 
tho ranks myself and kuow what it means. 
In th* rank' of the discharged men are 
many capable men, whose only fault is 
that they were led away by bad influ- 
ences. In many eases these men were 
forced to join reckless or unnecessary 
strikes, although they wera not In tym- 


hy with t hem. I propcce to reinstate 


ill such men for whom I can find places 
it they desire to work for tha 
company. 


In my opinion th* shock is over and I an- 
ticipate no trouble whatever "

Master Sweeney Makes Some 


Connects on tlio Lockout* 


Grand Master Sweeney and other offi' 


cials of the Switchmen's association were 
at the switchmen's headquarters yester- 
day. 
Mr. Sweeny said; "It must not be 


imagined that because we are so quiet 
we are already beaten in this fight. The 
switchmen are never altogether beaten, 
though they may seem temporarily to 
have got the worst of it. Switchmen m 
be discharged from one company, but 
they will eventually turn up in another, 
an'd even those wbo take their places 
•eon move in the same groove and have 
the same i.leoa. The real trouMs with 
the Northwestern is that the company 
has nearly always been unfortunate in 
their selection of yard master*. A good 
yardmaster can in almost every instanea 
prevent any trouble among tbe switch- 
men. 
He will bimself dnci plina men and 


adjust all little difficulties Without going 
to tbe officials and making a mountain 
out of a mole hill.

Wages of the Switchmen. 


He continued: "The officers of the road 


claim that a switchman can make from 
175 to $150 per month, and that there are 
only a few men earning as low as *75. 
This ia not correct. The highteet wages 
a switchman can ears to 90 oeuU an boor, 
and at this rate, working twenty-sir 
days in the month, he would get 175. The 
most a man can earn, and that by put- 
ting in thirty-six days in the month, or 
ten days overtime, is about SIM, and then 
he ha* nearly to kill himself to dolt. 
Then he can only work overtime when it 
suits tbe company, and not when it suits 
himself."

Where tbe people have a right to talk and 
vote as they please matters will be kept 
tolerably straight.

When men 
very plain words it is to be supposed they 
mean what they say. When tbe trainers of 
the constitution left the legislatures to say 
bow electors should be chosen it must have 
been foreseen that various methods would 
probably be pursued. There were several 
legislatures, and different bodies of men are 
no more prove than different individuals to 
do any given piece of work in the same 
way. 
The framers of the constitution 


ought to have foreseen all tbat has hap- 
pened, and they probably did. 


Let us see what was done in tbe matter 


ofcbosing electors while the men who 
framed the constitution were still on earth. 
Tbe Evening Post, of New Yotk, refreshes 
the minds of our republican friends with 
the following historical facts: 


At the very nrst Presidential election, in 


1789, 
the State of Massaehuaette adopted 


tbe district system, tbe people of each Cpn- 
KHMtenal district bringing In Ibrtrlballots 
for two candidates and tbe Legislature 
choosing one of these, as well as the two 
electors-at-large; tbat tbe system of choice 
by districts continued hi Massachneetts for 
many years; and tbat several other states 
chose Presidential electors by popular vote 
m tneeongnsslonal districts, exactly as Is 
now proposed in Michigan, until well on in 
thepresentcentury. North Carolina was 
so 
accustomed 
to 
tbe system 
of 
choice by districts tbat great excitement was 
caused In 1811 when, upon the excuse that 
th-*re would probably be an Increase In the 
number of the state's electoral TOtes by the 
MW apporUonmesit based on tto census of 
1810. but that It would come too late for a 
redMriettngof tbe state, the legislature 
pMsedVUw that tbe electors In 1818 should 
beetaeeenby the legislature. So late aa 
1888 New York and Maine In the North, 
and Maryland and Tennessee among tbe 
stove states, clung to tbe system of choos- 
etocton by district*, with the result of a 
dlvJ6Wve*e,exe(pt for Tennessee's nDenlm.
